DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 recites the limitations a second and third comparators, which outputs a 
second and third comparison result signals respectively, and the limitations of second and 
third threshold values, but the first comparator, first comparison result signal, and the first 
threshold value are missing in the claims, rendering the claim indefinite. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 

under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record teaches an apparatus for reproducing information recorded on an 

optical disk which is provided for recording data of a signal modulated according to a 
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predetermined modulation method in a form of concavo-convex pits and teaches said optical disk 
with an area having a reflecting film partly removed or said area recorded with pits which are 
different from pits satisfying requirements of said predetermined modulation method. 

Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the prior art of record as the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest either alone or in combination where an apparatus for 
reproducing information recorded on an optical disk which is provided for recording data of a 
signal modulated according to a predetermined modulation method in a form of concavo-convex 
pits, said optical disk provided with a first area having a reflecting film partly removed, and 
provided with a second area for recording pits which are different from pits satisfying 
requirements of said predetermined modulation method , specifically the apparatus comprises a 
second and third comparator for comparing the reproduced signal from said optical disk upon 
reproducing information recorded in said second area, with a predetermined second and third 
threshold values, outputting a second and third comparison result signal.
